Frances  Holland  Raynard 
ca  1821  -  1906 


Home  of  Philip  and  Frances  Raynard  at  Rannoch,  St.  Mary's,  Ontario 


PHILIP  AND  FRANCES  (HOLLAND)  RAYNARD 

came  to  Canada  about  1843/44.  We  are  certain  that  they  came  from  Ireland,  as 
the  Canadian  census  reports  of  1861  list  Philip,  Frances  and  their  son,  John,  as 
having  been  born  in  Ireland.  Reuben,  the  second  son,  is  said  to  have  been  bom 
on  board  ship  on  the  long,  arduous  trip  over.  His  birthplace  is  listed  as  "U.  S.  ", 
which  may  mean  that  they  traveled  on  a  U.  S.  ship. 

The  search  for  the  family  in  Ireland  was  fairly  rewarding,  for  we  find  a 
Conrad  REYNHARD  listed  as  head  of  a  Palatine  family  at  Castle  Mattress  (parish 
of  Rathkeale),  County  Limirick  as  early  as  29  Sept. ,  1720.  The  fact  that  the 
family  were  Palatines  is  corroberated  by  these  early  names  from  the  Embarkation 
Lists  from  Holland,  page  248,  EARLY  PALATINE  EMIGRATION,  by  Walter  A. 
Knittle,  1937: 

Second  Sailing,  May  23,  1709:  Reynart,  Hans  &  vrouw,  Katrina,  Michael, 

Margareta  &  3  children;  Reynart,  Pieter  &  vrouw,  4  children. 

From  page  254: 

Third  Sailing,  June  5 -June  10,  1709:  Reynard,  Johan  &  vrouw,  2  children; 

Reynhart,  Hendrig  &  vrouw,  1  ch. 

Dr.  Knittle  states  that  in  1758  John  Wesley,  the  famed  Methodist,  went  to 
Ireland  and  reported  20  Palatine  families  at  Castle  Mattress;  20  at  Killiheen,  a 
mile  away;  50  at  Balligarane  about  two  miles  eastward;  and  20  at  Pallas  a  few 
miles  further.  Many  of  these  Germans  became  staunch  Methodists. 

In  a  listing  of  heads  of  Palatine  families  in  Ireland,  13  June,  1715,  we 
find  the  name  of  Peter  Ryner,  as  well  as  that  of  Conrad  Reynhard.  Whether  this 
is  the  "Pieter  Reynhart"  who  went  to  England  from  Holland  in  the  second  sailing 
of  the  Palatines  is  unknown.  It  is  clear  that  the  name  was  spelled  in  many  ways. 

|  In  MEMORIALS  of  ADARE  MANOR,  published  by  the  Countess  of  Dunraven  in 
1865,  she  gives  a  list  of  names  of  Palatines  who  settled  in  Ireland  about  1709  taken 
from  "an  original  document"  which  is  not  named.  Among  the  names  is 
"Rhineheart".  Dr.  Mitchell,  Inspector  of  Registration  (1894)  records  that  in  Co. 
Limirick  the  name  "Reynard"  was  pronounced  "Reinart".  If  this  is  the  case,  then 
a  group  of  Palatines  in  Co.  Wexford  listed  in  1798  may  also  have  been  related.  In 
this  county  the  name  is  generally  spelled  "Renhart"  and  "Rynhart". 

As  late  as  1830,  a  traveler  in  Ireland  wrote  that  the  elder  Palatines  still 
preserved  the  language  and  customs  of  their  country,  but  that  the  younger  ones 
mingled  and  married  with  their  Irish  neighbors  until  they  were  only  a  relic  of  their 
past.  By  the  end  of  the  19th  century  when  William  Beidelman,  Lt.  Governor  of 
Pennsylvania,  travelled  there,  there  was  no  trace  of  their  German  past.  This 
clearly  explains  why  the  Raynard  family  called  themselves  "Palatine  Irish"  rather 
than  "Palatine  German",  for  their  family  had  lived  well  over  a  hundred  years  in 
Ireland. 


Since  family  stories  give  Counties  Limirick  and  Tipperary  as  the  home  of 
the  Philip  Ra,ynard -Frances  Holland  family,  all  research  in  Ireland  was  centered  on 
these  locations.  From  the  Genealogical  Office,  Dublin  Castle,  Dublin,  we  find 
these  items  relating  to  the  Raynard  family.  From  the  Registry  of  Deeds: 

1842=19-79.  Sale  dated  28  Sept.  1842,  made  between 

(1 )  John  Raynard  of  Graigue,  Co.  Limirick,  farmer,  and  (2)  Philip  Raynard 
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of  Graigue  aforesaid,  eldest  son  of  (1).  Whereby  (1)  sells  to  (2)  all  the  cattles, 
goods,  pigs,  apples,  potatoes,  wheat,  oats,  clover,  household  furniture  and 
farming  utensils  in  the  dwelling  house  at  Graigue,  in  the  parish  of  Adare, 
Barony  of  Upper  Connelloe,  Co.  Limirick.  Witnesses:  Cornelius  Coghlan  of 
Lisnamuck,  Co.  Limirick,  farmer,  and  Thomas  Sullivan  of  Finnerstown,  Co. 
Limirick,  farmer. 

The  date  and  the  spelling  of  the  surname  of  this  deed  suggest  that  this  may 
have  been  our  Philip,  and  that  his  father  conveyed  this  property  to  him  at  the  tim< 
of  his  marriage  to  Frances  Holland.  Too,  Philip  and  Frances  named  their  first 
son  "John",  which  followed  the  custom  of  naming  the  first  son  for  the  paternal 
grandfather.  However,  both  the  names  "Philip"  and  "John"  are  quite  common  in 
the  Raynard  family,  and  for  this  reason  we  could  not  say,  definitely,  that  this 
deed  pertained  to  our  particular  branch  of  the  family. 

From  the  tithe  applotment  book  of  the  parish  of  Adare,  Co.  Limirick, 
dated  1st.  of  November,  1821  we  find: 

Townland  of  Tuogh,  Barony  of  Kendry:  William  Rynard,  1  acre;  tithe  3/10 

1/2. 

Townland  of  Graigue:  John  Rynard,  17  acres  1  rood  and  32  perches;  tithe 
L8-9.  (This  would:  appear  to  be  the  John  Raynard  of  Graigue  who  deeded 
property  to  his  eldest  son,  Philip.  ) 

As  many  of  the  Co.  Limirick  Palatine  families  originated  near  Rathkeale, 
the  first  volume  of  the  Rathkeale  Parish  Registers  was  searched  and  revealed  these 
entries:

Baptized  1754,  June  3,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Phillip  Rynard  of  Killeheen 
and  Mary  his  wife. 

Baptized  1757,  May  31,  Philip,  son  of  Philip  Rynard  of  Killeheen  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife. 

Baptized  1759,  John,  son  of  Philip  Reynard  of  Killeheen  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife. 

Married  1764,  8br  16,  Adam  Stork  and  Ann  Rynard. 

From  later  records  of  the  Rathkeale  Parish  Registers  kindly  sent  to  me  by 
the  rector,  the  Rev.  D.K.  L.  Earl,  we  find  these  items:

1802,  1  August,  buried  Philip,  son  of  John  Rynard  and  Catherine  his  wife  of 
Killiheen. 

1817,  7  Jan.  married  John  Piper  of  Killeheen  and  Ann  Rynard,  daughter  of 
John  Rynard. 

1812,  1  Jan.  ,  married  John  Ligier  of  the  parish  of  ?  ossa  and  Elizabeth 
Rynard. 

1816,  19  Nov.  ,  baptized  William,  son  of  Adam  Stark  of  Killeheen,  weaver, 
and  Ann  his  wife . 

1818,  25  Oct.  ,  baptized  Philip,  son  of  William  Rynard  of  Killiheen  and 
Elizabeth  his  wife. 

1819,  7  Feb.  ,  baptized  Ann,  daughter  of  Adam  Sturk  of  Killeheen,  weaver, 
and  Ann  his- wife. 

1819,  18  July,  buried  Philip,  son  of  William  Rynard. 

1821,  13  May,  baptized  Samuel,  son  of  Adam  Sturk  of  Killiheen, weaver,  and 
Ann  his  wife . 

1828,  5  July,  buried  Elizabeth  .Reynard  of  Adare. 

1838,  31  May,  baptized  Catherine  Jane,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Ann  Reynard 
of  Rathkeale,  shopkeeper. 

1842,  19  Nov. ,  baptized  William,  son  of  Christopher  and  Ann  Raynard  of 
Rathkeale,  shopkeeper. 

1845,  21  Dec.  baptized  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Christopher  and  Ann  Reynard 
of  Rathkeale,  shopkeeper. 

1847,  26  May,  buried  Elizabeth  Reynard  of  Rathkeale,  aged  1-1/2  yrs. 

1912,  19  Feb. ,  buried  George  Reynard  who  died  at  the  Infirmary,  Rathkeale, 
aged  96  years. 

From  Kilscannell  records,  also  sent  to  me  by  the  Rev.  D.  K.  L.  Earl, 
rector  of  Rathkeale  parish,  we  find  these  items:

1838,  8  April,  baptized  William,  son  of  Philip  and  Elizabeth  Reynard  of 
Killeheen,  farmer. 

1841,  9  Sept. ,  baptized  to  Philip  and  Elizabeth  Reynard  of  Killeheen, 

farmer. 

1843.  8  March,  baptized  Philip,  son  of  Philip  and  Elizabeth  Raynard. 

1846,  30  May,  baptized  Christopher,  son  of  Philip  &  Rynard  of 

Killeheen,  farmer. 

1853,  13  Dec. ,  Elizabeth  bom  to  Philip  &  Elizabeth  Raynard  of  Killeheen, 
farmer. 
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Probably  many  of  our  Raynard  family  were  Methodists.  Certainly  Philip 
and  Frances  came  to  Canada  with  relatives  and  friends,  and  the  little  church 
named  Zion  which  they  attended  was  Wesleyan  Methodist.  However,  Methodist 
records  were  not  kept  until  the  later  years.  The  Rev.  D.K.  L.  Earl  found  these 
records  at  Rathkeale:

From  the  Rev.  O.  S.  Daunt,  Rector  of  Adare  Parish,  we  have  this  entr 
from  the  year  1829  (The  Adare  Register  begins  in  1826):

Ryner. 

1729,  17  February,  buried  William  Rynard. 

1729,  16  March,  buried  child  of  Mr.  Rynards. 

1730,  11  May,  buried  child  of  Widow  Rynard. 

Though  we  cannot  point  to  any  particular  one  of  these  records  and  say 
that  this  was  the  father  of  our  Philip,  William  and  Jane  Raynard,  it  seems  quite 
plain  that  they  are  of  the  same  family  and  that,  in  all  probability,  they  desended 
from  the  Conrad  Reynhard  of  Castle  Mattress  (Rathkeale)  in  1720.  It  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  the  evolution  of  the  name  "Raynard"  from  the  early  "Reynhard". 

We  have  nothing  on  the  family  of  Frances  Holland,  for  the  records  of  C 
Tipperary  in  Ireland  were  destroyed  in  Dublin  in  1922.  However,  the  name  "Hoi] 
is  quite  common  in  Ireland.  There  were  several  families  of  the  name  in  County 
Limirick.  In  the  index  to  Prerogative  Wills  up  to  1800  we  find:

Since  some  of  these  dates  go  back  as  early  as  1650  and  1680,  it  would 
seem  that  the  Holland  family  had  been  residents  of  Ireland  for  many  years.  Also, 
these  various  families  could  be  entirely  unrelated,  for  the  name  "Holland"  appears 
often  in  both  England  and  Scotland,  as  well  as  Ireland. 

From  SURNAMES  of  SCOTLAND,  compiled  by  James  Fraser  Black  and 
issued  in  1946  by  the  New  York  Public  Library,  we  find  this  paragraph: 

HOLLAND.  More  likely  to  be  of  local  origin  than  from  Holland  (Netherlands). 
There  are  several  places  named  Houlland  in  Shetland,  and  there  are  Hollands 
in  Orkney.  There  is  a  Hollandbush  in  Stirlingshire  and  a  Holland-Hirst  in  the 
parish  of  Kirkintilloch.  There  are  also  places  named  Holland  in  England. 
Willelmus  de  Holland,  a  witness  in  the  reign  of  Alexander  II.  Richard 
Holande,  vicar  of  Ronaldsay,  derived  his  surname  from  one  of  the  three  places 
so  named  in  Orkney.  Thomas  de  Holande  was  chaplain  in  Dundee  in  1452,  and 
Sir  Andrew  Holand  was  vicar  of  Eroly  in  1469.  Bartholemew  Holland,  John 
Holland  and  Walter  Holland  were  repledges  to  liberty  of  the  burgh  of  Irvine  in 
1472.  Ralph  Holland  was  a  witness  in  Ayr  in  1687.  William  Holland  and  Peter 
Holland  are  mentioned  in  Orkney  witch  trial  in  1616. 

Frances  (Holland)  Raynard  left  her  daughter,  Maria,  a  book  in  which  her 
family  was  mentioned.  It  is  our  only  clue  as  to  where  the  family  lived  in  Ireland. 
The  book,  MEMORIAL  TO  THE  REV.  GIDEON  OUSLEY,  by  William  Reilly, 
published  1852  by  Carlton  &  Phillips,  200  Mulberry  St.  ,  New  York,  is  dedicated 
to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Waugh.  Rev.  Ousley  was  an  itinerant  Methodist  minister.  On 
pages  189  &  190  we  find  the  following  paragraph: 

Burrisokane  in  the  County  of  Tipperary  was  the  principal  place  of  which, 
this  year,  Mr.  Ousley  took  possession.  Having  been  informed  that  there  was 
a  very  destitute  neighborhood  a  few  miles  from  that  town  where  a  considerable 
number  of  ignorant  Protestants  resided,  who  were  like  sheep  without  a  shepherd, 
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he  went  in  quest  of  them  and  on  his  way  stopped  at  an  inn  in  Burrisokane.  Thij 
occurrence  took  place  about  the  Christmas  of  1829.  Mr.  Ousley  inquired  of  th 
innkeeper-  "Are  there  any  Methodists  living  in  this  town?"  He  answered  in  thei 
negative  but  informed  him,  however,  of  three  persons  of  respectability,  Messe 
Hackett  (Heckburtt  ? ),  Holland  and  Reed,  who  seemed  more  attentive  to  religi 
exercises  than  their  neighbors.  One  of  these  had  been  connected  with  the 
Methodist  Society  and  then  with  the  other  two  had  attached  to  the  principles  o:| 
the  Baptists.  He  called  on  one  of  these,  whose  house  was  soon  kindly  opened  t 
receive  the  servant  of  the  Most  High,  and  with  that  of  Mr.  Anthony  Holland, 
became  the  home  of  the  Methodist  Missionaries.  These  two  good  men,  and 
their  excellent  wives,  who  were  sisters,  were  among  the  best  and  most  faithful 
friends  and  members  of  the  Society  during  their  life. 

Frances  Raynard  told  her  grandchildren  that  her  father  owned  land  in 
Ireland  and  that  they  were  one  of  the  "gentry".  This  is  borne  out,  not  only  by  th.  | 
Rev.  Ousley  book,  but  by  the  only  record  we  could  find  of  her  family  in  County 
Tipperary.  The  name  of  Anthony  Holland  appears  in  the  lists  of  Killaloe  Admini: 
tions: 

Holland,  Phillip,  Dromane,  farmer,  1778. 

"  George,  Knockbrack,  farmer,  1793. 

"  Anthony,  Knockinbrack,  Gent. ,  1793. 

Frances  Raynard  was  also  better  educated  than  the  average  girl  of  her 
times.  She  said  that  when  she  was  a  girl  she  had  had  a  tutor  or  governess.  She 
had  also  had  music  lessons  and  could  play  the  organ. 

There  are  some  stories  handed  down  in  the  family  that  I  have  been  unab 
to  substantiate.  One  is  that  the  family  came  from  Holland  with  William  III,  bett 
known  as  William  of  Orange,  and  that  they  were  given  land  in  Ireland  for  their 
part  in  putting  down  an  Irish  rebellion.  But  we  have  already  seen  that  there  were 
members  of  a  Holland  family  (or  families)  in  Ireland  previous  to  this  date  (1688  £ 
1690),  and  the  records  of  the  Raynard  family  seem  to  show;definitely  when  and 
where  they  came  from.  If  this  story  refers  to  the  Raynard  side  of  the  family,  the: 
the  only  sensible  explanation  is  that  the  sailing  of  the  family  from  Holland  becarr 
confused  over  the  years  with  the  sailing  of  others  from  Holland  with  William  of 
Orange.  If  the  story  refers  to  the  Holland  side  of  the  family,  then  our  only  hope  < 
proving  it  would  be  in  contacting  other  descendants  of  Frances  Holland's  family 
who  had  preserved  papers  or  old  family  records. 

There  is  also  the  story  that  "Anthony  £  Christie"  came  to  Canada  with 
their  entire  families- -children  and  grandchildren- -during  the  great  famine.  We 
can  presume  that  this  referred  to  Anthony  Holland  and  Christopher  Raynard,  for 
the  years  1843-1845  were  certainly  the  years  of  the  great  potato  famine  in  Irelanc: 
During  these  years  thousands  died  in  Ireland  and  many  thousand  more  emigrated. 

If  this  is  the  case,  then  William,  Philip  and  Jane  Raynard  may  have  been  childre: 
of  a  Christopher  Raynard,  and  not  of  John  as  we  may  have  supposed.  Notice  that 
William  Raynard  named  his  first  son,  "Christopher.  "  We  can  find  no  record  of 
either  Anthony  Holland  or  Christopher  Raynard  in  Canada.  Perhaps  if  we  knew 
exactly  where  they  landed,  the  name  of  the  ship  on  which  they  came,  or  where 
they  lived  for  the  short  time  before  going  to  Blanshard  township  in  Perth  County, 
we  could  find  some  trace  of  them.  There  is  a  possibility  that  they  remained  near, 
Montreal  or  Toronto  and  did  not  follow  their  children  to  the  "bush"  country;  or 
they  may  have  died  shortly  after  their  arrival,  but  since  there  were  no  tombstones: 
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to  be  had,  the  graves  were  marked  only  by  fieldstones.  (There  seem  to  be  several 
unmarked  graves  in  Zion  Cemetery). 


There  is  a  Raynard  family  in  Nova  Scotia  that  may  be  a  branch  of  our 
family,  though  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  prove.  Elmer  Raynard  of  Hebron, 
Yarmouth  County,  N.S.  wrote  on  March  6,  1960: 


I  have  been  talking  with  my  father  today.  He  is  seventy-eight  years  old 
and  has  a  good  memory.  He  told  me  all  he  could  remember  of  the  Raynard 
family  and  also  some  things  that  his  father  told  him.  His  father  died  at  the 
age  of  90  and  has  been  dead  about  34  years.  He  also  has  George  Brown's 
book,  which  Mr.  Brown  gave  him  in  1900  (HISTORY  OF  YARMOUTH 
COUNTY);  but  from  what  my  grandfather  told  him,  some  of  the  dates  are 
not  exactly  correct. 

Around  1772/73  Job  Raynard  was  sent  from  a  place  in  England  called 
Laverton  (the  name,  Laverton,  has  since  been  changed)  to  New  York  with 

an  army  of  soldiers,  mostly  Germans.  .  . . When  the  British  were  defeated, 

Job,  his  brothers  and  some  Germans  made  their  way  to  Shelburne,  N.  S.  Job 
was  a  captain.  A  few  years  later  they  made  their  way  to  Raynardton  where 
Job  built  a  log  house  on  the  west  side  of  Raynard' s  bridge  and  lived  there 
several  years.  According  to  my  grandfather,  he  built  a  new  house  about  1796. 
Brown's  book -says  that  he  came  to  Raynardtown  in  1796,  but  my  grandfather 
said  that  he  lived  in  the  log  house  several  years  before  that  date. 


One  of  Job's  brothers  was  named  William.  He  went  back  to  New  York 
around  1790.  His  other  brother  went  back  a  few  years  later,  I  don't  know  any 
more  about  them. 

My  father  has  Job's  land  compass,  sword  and  sheath,  the  buckle  from  his 
belt  with  'King's  German  Legion'  stamped  on  it,  his  saddle  holsters  and  one 
pistol .  He  also  has  a  large  cowbell  that  he  brought  with  him. 

Job  Raynard  is  buried  on  the  side  of  a  hill  a  short  distance  from  his  house. 

A  grape  vine  was  planted  at  the  foot  of  his  grave  and  a  spruce  tree  at  the  head. 
A  man  named  Pharish  chisled  his  name  and  the  date  of  his  death  on  a  flat  stone 
and  put  it  on  the  grave.  My  grandfather  later  hid  the  stone,  thinking  that 
someone  might  destroy  it.  I  know  where  the  stone  is  hidden. 

My  father  lived  in  the  old  house  several  years  when  he  was  a  boy;  then  my 
grandfather  had  the  house  torn  down  and  a  new  one  built. 


We  have  never  heard  of  Philip  Raynard,  but  we  did  know  that  there  were 
Raynards  in  Ontario . .

There  were  probably  quite  a  few  descendants  of  the  original  Palatine 
Reynard  families  in  Ireland  (and  perhaps  England)  by  1772  and  since  they  were  of 
German  descent  it  would  be  natural  to  put  them  in  German  regiments.  Then,  too, 
the  Palatines  owed  England  a  great  debt,  for  she  had  taken  them  in,  or  found 
homes  for  them,  when  they  were  forced  out  of  their  homes  in  Germany.  That 
these  young  men  who  served  in  the  "King's  German  Legion"  were  a  branch  of  the 
Same  family,  I  have  no  doubt. 
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I  noted  a  "Samuel  Raynard"  listed  at  Stephentown,  N.  Y.  in  the  1790 
census,  and  I  believe  there  are  Raynards  in  New  England- -perhaps  descendants  of 
the  two  brothers  who  returned  to  New  York  from  Nova  Scotia. 

Canadian  records  revealed  very  little  on  the  Raynard  family.  From  the 
Rev.  Arthur  G.  Reynolds,  M.A.  ,  D.D.  ,  Archivist -Historian  of  the  United  Church 
of  Canada,  are  these  items  from  the  baptismal  records  of  Blanchard  township  in 
the  Methodist  Register: 

George,  son  of  Philip  and  Frances  Raynard,  b.  17  Sept.  ,  1847, 
Blanchard,  baptized  26  Oct.  ,  1847.  Wm.  Pollard,  Minister

Joseph,  son  of  William  and  Rebecca  Raynard,  b.  30  Oct. ,  1850, 
Blanchard,  baptized  4  May  1851,  J.  Williams,  Minister. 

Dr.  Reynolds  also  checked  for  the  William  Raynard  who  was  named  the 
first  pastor  of  a  little  church  or  chapel  at  the  abandoned  site  of  the  Barkerville 
Mine  in  British  Columbia,  but  could  find  no  records.  (Mrs.  Kitely  wrote  to  me 
of  visiting  this  deserted  mining  town  and  of  seeing  his  name  in  the  church  records) 

Searching  further  in  Ontario  records  revealed  the  mention  of  our  William 
Raynard  in  the  list  of  pathmasters  elected  in  1847  from  PIONEERS  OF  BLANCHAR1 
by  Wm.  Johnston.  This  was  for  the  village  of  St.  Mary's.

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WILLIAM  RAYNARD  *S  FAMILY 


I  regret  that  William  Raynard's  family  is  not  complete.  It  would  have 
necessitated  a  trip  to  Ontario  which  I  was  unable  to  make.  I 'can  only  hope  that 
some  member  of  the  family  will  carry  on  the  work  and  complete  what  I  have 
started. 

There  seems  no  definite  proof  that  William  was  Philip's  brother,  though 
circumstances  certainly  point  to  the  brother  relationships  the  children  of  the  two 
families  called  each  other  "cousin";  their  homesteads  were  very  close  to  each 
other;  and  they  are  both  buried  in  the  little  cemetery  called  Zion  and  their  tomb¬ 
stones  are  identical.  I  believe  they  came  from  Ireland  at  the  same  time,  though 
William's  family  is  listed  in  the  1851  census  of  Blanchard  township  while  Philip's 
is  not.  I  have  found  no  explanation  for  this;  Philip's  granddaughter,  Angeline 
Brown,  says  that  she  had  never  heard  that  the  family  lived  in  any  other  community, 
except  for  a  short  stay  in  London,  Ont.  while  their  home  was  being  rebuilt  after  a 
fire.  Maria  Raynard  Brown  was  definitely  bom  on  the  homestead  in  1849.

John  Raynard  b.  ca  1847  went  to  the  United  States  about  1870.  It  was 
said  that  he  married  a  widow  there.  He  never  again  wrote  to  his  family.  He 
may  have  gone  to  Iowa  with  his  cousin  George  (Philip's  son),  who  was  about  the 
same  age.  George  left  Iowa  in  1877  and  went  to  Michigan.  His  family  re¬ 
members  him  speaking  of  another  Raynard  man  who  left  Canada  with  him. 

This  may  have  been  John  Raynard.  I  have  searched  available  records  of  Iowa; 
Deaths  from  1900;  Births  from  1880,  but  the  name,  "Raynard",  does  not  appear. 
Vital  statistics  prior  to  this  date  were  not  recorded.

Philip  and  William  Raynard  had  a  sister,  Jane,  who  married  William 
Elliott.  This  family,  too,  came  to  Canada  and  settled  in  or  near  London,  Ont. 
William  died  30  March  1876;  Jane  died  8  Aug.  ,  1890;  both  are  buried  in  Mount 
Pleasant  Cemetery  in  London.  William  and  Jane  had  at  least  six  children  who 

lived  to  maturity:  (1)  Elizabeth  who  m.  _  Shaw  and  lived  in  Montreal. 

There  were  three  sons  bom  of  this  union:  William,  Dr.  Harry  and  Fred.  (2) 
Jennie  m.  George  Sparling  who  was  a  professor  at  Upper  Canada  College,  now 
Toronto  University.  Jennie  and  George  had  a  son,  Walter,  now  deceased,  and  a 
daughter,  Allie,  who  married  her  cousin,  Fred  Shaw,  and  lived  in  Montreal.  (3)

Reuben  Raynard  was  an  extremely  large  man,  and  many  stories  live  on  about 
his  feats  of  strength.  One  story  tells  of  his  driving  a  pig  to  market  when  he  was 
hardly  more  than  a  boy.  They  were  building  a  new  bridge  into  the  town  of  St. 
Mary's,  and  there  was  no  way  to  cross  the  river  except  to  walk  over  the  narrow  dam 
breast.  The  workmen  began  to  tease  Reuben,  asking  him  how  he  expected  to  get 
the  pig  across,  for  it  was  almost  full  grown.  Reuben  made  no  reply-  just  picked 
up  the  pig  and  carried  it  across.  Reuben  was  a  man  of  very  few  words  and  extremely 
equable  disposition.  At  the  time  that  the  farm  house  was  faced  with  cream- 
colored  bricks,  the  workmen  informed  him  that  there  were  not  enough  to  which 
Reuben's  only  reply  was-  "Then  top  it  off". 

Frances  Raynard  died  of  consumption  shortly  after  her  marriage  to  Robert 
Talbot.  Robert  was  said  to  have  been  distantly  related  to  the  Holland  family. 

For  this  reason,  I  tried  to  learn  something  of  the  Talbots  in  that  area.  Col.  Talbot, 
who  started  the  "Talbot  Settlement"  on  the  shoresof  Lake  Erie,  never  married,  nor 
did  he  have  any  relatives  of  that  name  who  settled  in  Canada.  There  was,  howt= 
ever,  another  Talbot  from  Ireland  who  started  a  settlement  in  London  twp.  About 
1818,  Richard  Talbot  brought  30  settlers  to  the  township,  including  two  of  his 
sons.  Three  sons  finally  settled  there:  Freeman,  Edward  Allen,  and  John.  They 
were  from  Co.  Tipperary  and  were  apparently  printers,  as  some  of  them  operated 
a  newspaper.  It  would  seem  that  Robert  may  have  been  one  of  this  family,  but 
I  could  uncover  no  connection  with  the  Hollands.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  though, 
that  a  Rev.  Henry  Holland  of  Tyrconnel,  Dunwich  twp.  Elgin  Co.  officiated  at 
the  funeral  of  Col.  Thomas  Talbot  in  1853.. 

Philip  Raynard  2  went  to  Pickford,  Mich,  about  1880  where  he  was  a  farmer 
and  fruit  grower.  He  lived  alone  and  is  buried  there  in  Fairview  Cemetery.

We  can  suppose  that  she  was  Margaret's  sister.

George  Raynard  2  went  to  Iowa  in  his  early  manhood  where  he  spent  seven 
years.  He  then  moved  to  Chippewa  Co.  ,  Mich,  where  he  homesteaded  in  1877. 

He  was  a  successful  farmer  and  a  devout  Methodist.  Before  a  church  was  built, 
religious  services  were  held  in  his  home.  He  remained  on  the  homestead,  which 
was  about  3-1/2  miles  from  Pickford,  until  1920  when  he  moved  into  town,  and 
his  son,  George  3,  took  over  the  farm. 

Fanny  Fletcher  wrote  that  she  remembered  her  father  telling  about  his  boyhood  I 
near  St.  Mary2s.  ,  Ont.  and  of  his  mother  walking  almost  4  miles  to  town  with  her

basket  of  eggs  and  butter  to  sell  or  exchange  for  supplies.  He  also  said  that  she 
made  the  best  apple  dumplings  that  he  ever  ate ! .

Louise  and  Colin  Me  Nicol  lived  on  a  farm  in  Ellice  twp. ,  Perth  Co. ,  Ont. 
for  several  years  after  their  marriage  but  moved  to  Stratford,  Ont.  about  1911 
where  they  built  a  small  greenhouse  and  started  in  the  market  growing  business. 
Colin  was  at  one  time  president  of  the  Market  Growers  Association  of  Stratford. 

He  raised  lettuce  etc.  in  the  greenhouse  to  sell  through  the  winter,  as  fresh 
produce  was  not  shipped  in  from  the  warmer  climates  in  those  days.  He  also 
canned  com,  tomatoes,  etc.  to  sell  at  his  market  stall  when  every  can  had  to  be 
sealed  by  hand  with  solder!  In  1917,  they  moved  to  Delaware  after  Colin  had 
made  an  exploratory  trip  the  previous  year  in  search  of  a  warmer  climate  and  a 
longer  growing  season.  They  settled  first  on  a  small  farm  near  Greenwood,  but 
three  years  later  moved  to  the  larger  town  of  Milford  where  they  started  a  florist 
business.

Jared  Brown  writes  of  going  to  Alberta  as  a  young  man,  just  nineteen  years 
old.  He  arrived  in  Vermilion  15  April  1907;  filed  on.a  homestead  of  160  acres 
on  the  6th  of  May;  bought  a  team  of  oxen,  a  wagon  and  supplies;  and  left  for  his 
homestead  on  the  10th  of  July  with  only  fifty-five  cents  in  his  pocket.  He  traveled 
nine  miles  that  day  and  stayed  overnight  at  a  place  that  charged  seventy-five 
cents  for  supper,  bed  and  breakfast.  As  he  didn't  have  this  amount,  he  decided 
to  go  to  bed  without  supper.  The  woman  of  the  house  was  kind,  and  when  she 
learned  of  his  plight,  insisted  that  he  eat  supper  anyway.  In  the  morning  he  gave 
her  fifty  cents  and  continued  on  his  way,  arriving  at  his  place  that  night-  20  miles 
in  all.  As  the  following  day  was  Sunday,  he  went  to  Meeting  and  put  his  last 
five  cents  in  the  collection  plate !
